WANTED 


Denial that it is the intent of 


the Industrial Accident commission 
to get a monopoly of the accident 
insurance business for the state is 
contained in a communication just 
issued by the commission: It reads 
as follows: 

An impression prevails that it is 
the purpose of the Industrial acci- 
dent commission, 
sion of the legislature, 
mend certain amendments 


to 


existing law providing for 
monopoly of compensation § insur- 
| ance. 


This commission has no such in- 
tention. ‘ It is of the opinion that 
the highest good will be conserved, 
and the best public service render- 
jed, by a free and fair competition 
between the state and the private 
stock insurance companies, under 
the jurisdiction : of the insurance 
commissioner, in. order’ that there 
may be certainty that injured work- 
ers will receive their compensation.. 

A lively spirit of private com- 
petition will tend to keep state in-
